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Ballou digs in, not out 


Gowing Brook took on the status 

of a significant swamp, last week. 
In the latest step in a year-long 
controversy, the Wilmington 
Conservation Commission has 
issued an order for Daniel and 
Lorraine Ballou to remove the fill 
from a building lot on Park Street, 
near Gowing Brook. 
In a Thursday night meeting, the 
commission voted unanimously to 
deny the Ballous the right to fill 
wetlands. The commission then 
proceeded to write an order of con- 
ditions, demanding that the area 
be restored to its original state as 
of October 1974. 

Ballou said, Tuesday, that he 
had begun an appeal to the order, 
and that the foundation had been 
poured for the house which he had 
moved to the filled land. He stated 
too. that he has visited the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources office 
in Boston, and that his appeal will 
be-filed this week. 

The political aspects of the case 
warmed up also, as reaction 


mounted to an August 1 letter to 
the Board of Selectmen from 
Conservation Commission Chair- 
man Joseph Kulig. 

Kulig was prompted to write the 
letter because of the refusal by the 
Selectmen to allow the serving of a 
Cease and Desist order on Mr and 
Mrs Ballou. In the letter, Kulig 
reviewed the commission's side of 
the case, and its attempts to stop 
Ballou. He also Charged that the 
selectmen have given Ballou, a 
police inspector, special status. 

Kulig wrote: “June 16, 1975 - 
Cease and Desist Order was given 
to Town Manager, when violation 
on Ballou property was observed. 
The Cease and Desist was never 
served. Town Manager stated that 
the Board of Selectmen considered 
this as harassment and asked him 
not to serve it. Conservation Com- 
mission was never notified of the 
refusal to serve the Cease and 
Desist." 

Kulig’s letter said that on July 29 
the commission received a letter

Kulig went on to say that the 
commission sought equal applica- 
tion of the law, without regard to 
influence and personal connections 
with officials of the town. Kulig 
then wrote: 

“We regret the pressures that a 
large voter bloc, such as the Town 
Employees, can bring to bear on 
elected officials. However, we 
would hope that our officials have 
the integrity and sense of mission 
to rise above petty politics and 
cronyism, and not obstruct the 
proper legal procedures that have 
been initiated by the Conservation 
Commission, in this violation of 
the Wetlands Protection Act.” 

Daniel Gillis, chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen, called the 
letter irresponsible, saying that he 
never would have signed his name 
to such comment.

Route 129 By Pass 
is now a ‘monster’ 


The general public stayed away 
from the Massachusetts DPW 
public hearing in the High School 
last Thursday, relative to a possi- 
ble relocation of Route 129 and 
other routes which go through 
Wilmington Square. Only eleven 
persons were present who were 
other than officials, or employees 
of companies etc. connected with 
the proposed improvement. 

Wilmington Selectmen and Plan- 
ning Board members were pre- 
sent, as were Reading Planning 
Board members. One of the 
eleven who are classed as general 
public was a Reading man, who 
happens to be the president of the 
Middlesex Canal Association. 

The hearing was for the purpose 
of obtaining an Environmental 
Overview, from the public, part of 
a three month study which is label- 
ed Task One. 

Task Two, which will follow, will 
be for the preparation of a detailed 
Environmental Assessment, and 
for Engineering Studies. It will 
take six months, and there will 
probably be another public hear- 


Ac to statements made, 
both TasK One and Task Two de- 
pend heavily upon public participa- 
tion and support. 

Thursday evening was devoted 
to viewing pictures of the area and 
proposed alternatives for routes, 
together with discussion. 


The Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce Board of Directors dis- 
cussed the problem Tuesday noon, 
in their monthly meeting. They 
then voted unanimously to send a 
letter to the State DPW, saying 
that they hoped there would be ac- 
tion soon. and the board would be 
firmly behind any plan that would 
alleviate traffic conditions in 
Wilmington Square. 

The directors also voted to poll 
the business firms along Main 
Street and Lowell Street, to get the 
reaction of those firms. 
Presumably this will be done by 
letter. 


Tuesday evening the Route 129 
Alternative was the subject of two 
discussions in the Planning Board. 

A Daniel Gillis, chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen, appeared to 
ask that the town's planner, Roger 
Worth, be assigned for the next 
sixty days’ or so to the making of 
plans of the proposals, from the 
viewpoint of the Planning Board 
and of the Board of Selectmen 
Gillis was told that Mr. Worth had 
returned to his studies at Tufts 
University. and would be available 
only part time. 

Gillis reviewed, briefly, the 
history of the Route 129 Alter- 
native proposal. Two years ago, he 
said. it seemed certain that there 
would soon be a call for bids, and 
then Rep. Cain “brought out’? Mr 
Campbell, State DPW head, to dis- 
cuss the new environmental situa- 
tion. Gillis recalled that Campbell 
had said that the new review of the 
129 Alternative would be com- 
pleted in a year 

“So many things have.entered 
into this now,” Gillis said “‘that 
it’s a monster” 

Gillis appeared to be tired of the 
discussions. He told the Planning 
Board that he had left the hearing 
early, the Thursday previously, 
“because I had been through it 
three times in just a few weeks’’. 

He also spoke of the new building 
and construction taking place. He 
felt things were getting to be im- 
possible, in road planning. 

What he was trying to do, he

said, was to get the Selectmen and 
the Planning Board to agree on a 
plan which could then be presented 
as Wilmington’s Plan, and thus 
possibly speed up things, in the 
planning of the Route 129 Alter- 
native. 

After Gillis was gone the Plan- 
ning Board got to discussing the 13 
proposals that have been made, for 
a Route 129 Alternative. They 
agreed that their serious discus- 
sion would take place at their next 
meeting. 

Their only action, Tuesday even- 
ing. was to eliminate from their 
thinking any idea of a route 
westerly from the Boston & Maine 
tracks at Wilmington Square. The 
route would be impractical, they 
said. because there would have to 
be two bridges over the B&M, and 
because there were now new in- 
dustrial plants, erected since the 
proposal of Mr. Bedell, twenty or 
more years ago.

'° Violent nature of game 


Fall and football - injuries inevitable 
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by Rick Cooke 

With the-coming of fall many 
young still physically developing 
males will perform in what has 
become the American game in re- 
cent years - football. It is a game 
of violence, and with this violence, 
be it controlled or not, come the in- 
evitable injuries. 

There are ways to ease the grow- 
ing injury problem. Eliminate the 
football programs? No, for a cry 
of outrage would be heard across 
the country. If soccer was more 
popular in the United States on a 
professional level - maybe. But 
football is the Masculine ‘‘thing." 
We are conditioned as males not 
only to compete to win but to show 


- what is supposed to be our strength 


in this game - to ‘‘drive out’’ the 
man trying to ‘‘bury" you. 

A need for the certification of 
coaches and trainers and the man- 
datory padding of goal posts were 
revealed as methods to prevent in- 
juries by participants to the se- 
cond survey of athletic injuries in 
the schools of Massachusetts. 

But only 12 out of 188 
respondents indicated there was a 
certification program for football 
coaches, with lesser numbers in 
other sports; and 35 said there was 
such a requirement for trainers. 

Just 27'% indicated in the survey 
that goal posts were padded in the 
sport of football 

This survey was conducted by 
the Massachusetts Chiropractic 
Society with cooperation of the 

Alliance for the Prevention of 


.Athletic Injuries in 
Massachusetts,"’ an ad hoc com- 
mittee whose member 


organizations include the Mass. 
Teachers Association, Mass. 
Secondary School Principals’ 


Association, MSSPA - Division for 
Girls and Women in Sports, Mass. 
Athletic Directors Association and 
the Mass. Coaches Association. 


Football was listed as the sport 
with the highest incidence of in- 
jury according to the statistics 
recorded. The sprain was listed as 
a common injury, with the ankle 
being reported by 131 of the school 
officials polled as the area of the 
body most frequently injured in 
high school sports. In answer to a 
query on the frequency of checking 
equipment 61 of the respondents 
said it is checked seasonally; 50 
daily: 48 weekly; 8 per use and 5 
each monthly and quarterly. 

This equipment check was a con- 
siderable improvement over last 
year’s survey, according to the 
results that were recorded. 

More than 84% reported that 

they had a central agency for 
reporting of accidents and in- 
juries. 
Conditioningis an important phase 
in the prevention of early football 
injuries. If a young man’s legs are 
not in the proper shape, pulls 
result and the athlete sometimes is 
forced to play with “‘tight’’ legs 
and further injury could result. 

The extensive comments from 
the respondents indicated there is 
a need for more conditioning and 
calisthenics, a more complete 
physical examination, removal of 
“spearing’’ and stricter penalties 
for late hitting. 

The other problem that may 
result in a player being injured is 
the lack of proper equipment. The 
reason for this lack was attributed 
to the fact that the athletic 
program is the first to suffer when 
school budgets are cut. 

A trainer plays an important 
role in the reduction of serious in- 
jury by checking out and attending 
to even the minor ailment. 

Some of the comments and 
recommendations made by those 
surveyed on trainer requirements 
were: mandatory trainer re- 
quirements, certified, a female

trainer for girls, and state funding. 

Some Massachusetts Schools 
even suggested that the coach 
should be certified not only in his 
particular sport but in first aid as 
well. 

There are, however, several 
basic methods of protecting the 
high echool and even the Pop 
Warner football player. 

Equipment is being developed to 
prevent injury. A new type of foot- 
ball shoe is now on the market that 
is designed to prevent knee and 
ankle injuries. It ‘‘gives’’ or slides 
wher contact is made. The old 
football shoe many times became 
caught in the turf, resulting in 
mangled knees and severe ankle 
sprains. If coaches are smart they 
will research into this new foot 
wear and start using them. 


The “spear” tackle should be 
barred from football. This form of 
tackle often results in neck and 
spine injuries, to say nothing of the 
player who is the unenviable 
recipient of such a hit. 

Pop Warner youngsters should 
never, under any conditions, be 
taught to block with their heads. A 
young boy's neck and spinal cord is 
still not fully developed, and a con- 
stant pounding or sudden contact 
can cause severa damage. 

The shoulder block is now 
preferable for the younger football 
player. I also question the method 
of “driving your head through his 
chest.’ What is that anyway? If 
you can block a man with your 
shoulder or cross-body block it 
should be done. Would you want 
your son severely injured, possibly 
for life, over some play that is 
designed to punish the opposition? 

Block the man, get him out of 


the way, but don’t risk neck or 
spinal injury in doing so. 

Teaching and training of of- 
ficials is vitally important here. 
Many young football players don’t 
know enough to block correcily, 
and some continue to play when in- 
jured for fear of losing a position, 
missing a game, or simply because 
they love to participate. 

Injury prevention clinics should 
be conducted for coaches and the 
high schools should start putting 
into practice student trainers’ 
programs. 

The playing field is important in 
injury prevention also. There 
should be more sideline room to 
avoid ‘contact; out of bounds, 


- obstacles in facilities that are 


hazards to safety should be padd- 
ed, and fields themselves should be 
repaired if they are in bad shape. 
Andover is the finest example of 
an MVC football field. The grass is 
high, there are no dirt or pebble 
spots, and the sidelines stretch far 
and wide. 

Tewksbury's field usually looks 
decent in September and is a dis- 
grace by the fourth or fifth game 
pebbles and dirt take the place of 
grass. Both benches usually stand 
far too close to the sidelines and 
cheerleaders must look out for fly- 
ing bodies. If it rains this 
Thanksgiving and the field has not 
been improved; you can expect a 
“mud bowl" and little offense 
between Tewksbury and 
Wilmington. 

Past ideas reported in the survey 
were excellent: A safety panel to 
investigate sub-standard playing 
facilities; a weekly equipment 
check; more complete physjcal ex- 
aminations, including a blood test, 
pressure check, xray, car-

diological exam and a urine test; 
heavier shock-proof material in 
helmets and pads; improvement of 
blocking rules; better knee protec- 
tion; and naturally, let the welfare 
of the atlhete be the school’s 
number one priority. 

Some valuable comments by the 
Participants recorded in the injury 
survey: “‘the new football rules 
(blocking below the waist on 
punts, etc) have helped reduce 
knee injuries. However, we still « 
get them in the linebacker Post and 
on the line of scrimmage. The 
helmet improvement to go into 
effect in 1977 will also help.” 

“Remove ‘spearing’ from the 
game of football. Penalize the late 
hitting in tootball more strictly.” 


“There should be mandatory rul- 
ing that all playing fields be accep- 
table before they are played on, i. 
e. holes, ruts eliminated, “posts 
padded, proper marking, etc.”’ 

And finally; ‘‘there should be 
more action on research revelant 
to protective equipment and softer 
helmets and pads that are worn for 
protection. There should be a 
better understanding of the 
physiological needs of an athlete to 
prevent injures from occuring 
because of the fatigue factor and 
nutrition.” 

Everyone from the smallest fan 
to the highest school official should 
be concerned with the protection 
of our young athletes. Let's not 
put what some people call ‘‘win- 
ning” over the protection and safe- 
ty of the players.

A trip to Europe is always in- 
teresting, even if one speaks only 
the English language. For a per- 
son who is capable of several 
languages it is even more in- 
teresting. 

Rolando left Wilmington High 
School at the close of the year, on 
the 22nd of June 1974, and flew to 
Spain, where he spent a week 
travelling around the country, in- 
cluding. of course, a visit to 
Madrid. 

He arrived in Paris on July 1. 
The Alliance Francaise has a dor- 
mitory system for its students, and 
it was there that Rolando stayed, 
for a while. But he found Paris to 
be expensive. He moved, after a: 
while. to the Rue de Grenouille, 
down near the embassys. 

He also attended the Sorbonne. 
A lot of people would give their 
teeth to be able to say they studied 
at the Sorbonne. Rolando attended 
for one semester. He didn't get a 
degree or anything, because he 
was taking Intermediate French. 

Rolando must have been a busy 
man. Nine months at the Alliance 
Francaise, a semester at the Sor- 
bonne. and yet he found time to 
study at the Institute de la 
Touraine. in Tours, which is about 
200 miles south of Paris. 

Tours is an ancient city. Many 
of the homes are still Medieval, 
and Roland lived near some of 
them. but he was in a modern set- 
ting. on the Rue des Halles. Two 
blocks away were the medieval 
homes, and an old, old church. 

It wasn’t all study, he says. He 
took ten days to travel in Italy, 
Rome, Florence, Pisa and Venice.

First. the Wilmington Youth Ice 
Arena is a profit-making organiza- 
tion and can well afford to adver- 
tise through direct mail or local 
newspapers. 

Second. transporting these 
children is another ‘‘trip” on the 
merry-go-round...especially if you 
have three. 

Third, but most important is the 
disappointment and hassle of 
children being told they are being 
taken on a field trip to ice skate - 
not so! 9 

These are very hard times Mr. 
Superintendent, $15.00 may not be 
a lot of money to you at $30,000 a 
year. but it is to most of the 
parents in Wilmington. It is dif- 
ficult enough to provide our 
children with decent clothes much 
less have us and our children 
pressured by the school for com- 
mercial purposes.

In the sixth reason, the commis- 
sion’stated their feeling as to the 
only possible way in which they 
would allow Ballou to fill the land.
